Reasons for Allowance 

2. Claims 39-62, 68, 69 and 71-76 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of 
reasons for allowance: The subject matter of the independent claims could either not be found or 
was not suggested in the prior art. The subject matter not found was a method/ apparatus for 
early disease detection comprising monitoring frequency histograms of RR intervals, in 
combination with the other elements of the claims. The best prior art, US 5509425 to Feng, 
discloses an arrangement for and method of diagnosing heart disease using power spectral 
analysis and amplitude histograms (abstract; col. 2 @ 58-65; col. 3 @ 49-57; col. 5 @ 31-36).
